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the Surface of the Master

At the June 7 public hearing at Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School, the Greenbelt City Council will voice serious con¬ 
cerns about various recommendations in the Greenbelt por¬ 
tion (Planning Area 67) of the preliminary Master Plan for 
Langley Park, College Park and Greenbelt. In a statement 
on behalf of the city council, Mayor Gil Weidenfeld is ex¬ 
pected to protest the plan’s proposal to eliminate the Resi¬ 
dential Planned Community (RPC) zone in the original part 
of the city (see separate story). 




Council's presentation is also 
expected to cover the inadequa¬ 
cy of the plan in dealing with 
the (1) design deficiencies of the 
Greenbelt Road corridor, (2) 
needed improvements at Beltway 
Plaza, (3) land use designations 
for Parcels 1 and 2 and (4) re¬ 
zoning of the Metro and A, H. 
Smith properties. Council's con¬ 
tinued opposition to proposals 
that will further congest the 
city's road network — such as 
the widening and extension of 
Kenilworth Avenue north to 
link up with the Inter County 
Connector — will be reiterated. 

Historic Greenbelt 

Because the city of Greenbelt, 
as a federally planned commun¬ 
ity, is a unique entity within 
Prince Georges County, it does 
not fit within the zoning cate¬ 
gories defined by the Master 
Plan. In the central city, bound¬ 
ed by Kenilworth Avenue and 
the Beltway on the west, the 
Baltimore-Washington Parkway 
on the east, Greenbelt Road on 
the south, and the Beltsville Ag¬ 
ricultural Research Center on 
the north, land use at the pre¬ 
sent time is largely determined 
by the Residential Planned Com¬ 
munity (RPC) overlay zoning 
and the underlying specific (Eu¬ 
clidian) zoning. The Master 
Plan aims at abolishing the R- 
PC zoning and replacing it with 
specific zoning categories on each 
developed or undeveloped parcel 
of land. 

In most cases the specific zon¬ 
ing suggested is the same as 
that now underlying the RPC ov¬ 
erlay. For example, the apart¬ 
ments along Crescent Road op¬ 
posite the center mall and the 


library, currently zoned RPC 
(R-18), will be rezoned to R- 
18. However, the densities al¬ 
lowed by a specific zoning cate¬ 
gory under the RPC overlay are 
quite different from those allow¬ 
ed by the same category with¬ 
out the overlay, 

A city staff paper presented to 
the council at the May 16 meet¬ 
ing points out, for example, that 
the single family neighborhoods 
in the city were developed at the 
maximum RPC (R-55) density; 
however, the proposed R-55 den¬ 
sity would allow development at 
much higher densities, in some 
cases 50% more dense. 

The staff paper calculates that 
the original RPC plan would 
have allowed 3,335 units to be 
built in the historic city, 3,329 
have actually been built—almost 
a perfect fit with the plan. Un¬ 
der the proposed rezoning, includ¬ 
ing rezonings that have already 
taken place, the “holding capa¬ 
city" of the central city would be 
4,795 dwelling units. 

Recommended Changes 

Among the major features of 
the rezoning proposal in the 
Master Plan are: 

1. City-owned parks and green 
space are to be rezoned from 
RPC R-R to R-R (Rural Resi¬ 
dential). The R-R category is 
being used as the “conservation 
category" in this plan. Included 
for rezoning to R-R are 11 play¬ 
grounds or small parks in the 
area occupied by the Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc, masonry homes. 
These small parcels were dedi¬ 
cated to the city some years a- 
go; however, under a city/GHI

Review Process Outlined

The Prince Georges County 
Council, sitting as the District 
Council, and the County Plan¬ 
ning Board will hold a joint pub¬ 
lic hearing on the preliminary 
Master Plan for Langley Park, 
College Park and Greenbelt on 
Tuesday, June 7 at 7 p.m. at 
Eleanor Roosevelt High School. 

A stream of speakers from 
eight communities, including 
Greenbelt are expected to make 
presentations, many expressing 
chagrin that there were only 
three weeks in which to prepare 
statements. In fact, the Green¬ 
belt city council will ask that the 
record be kept open for 90 days 
from the date of the hearing in¬ 
stead of the usual 30 days. This 
will give council time to hold a 
public bearing on the Greenbelt 
area plan (PA 67) on June 28 
and to submit further testimony 
and recommendations to the 
Planning Board and District 
Council. Many homeowner and 
civic organizations are already 
mobilizing in an effort to take 
concerted action on the plan. 

At the public hearing on June 
7, Mayor Gil Weidenfeld, on be¬ 
half of the city council, will zero 
in on specific major concerns that 
the city has with the preliminary 
master plan. (See separate sto¬ 
ry.) 

The current plan revises the 
1970 Adopted Master Plan for 
Greeribelt and College Park and 
adds Langley Park to the study 
area. It consists of a 287-page 
book and two maps which must 
be used together. One map 
shows proposed zoning and the

Citizens Come Out at Council Hearing 
To Lobby for Purchase of Parcels 1,2

Parkland advocates filled the room at the city council's 
May 26 worksession on the 1988/89 city operating budget. 
Seeing t 1 number of interested persons present, Mayor Gil 
Weidenfeld devoted the first part of the meeting to discus¬ 
sion of the acquisition of Parcels 1 and 2. 


First Mayor Weidenfeld ex¬ 
plained the current status of 
Parcels 1 and 2 and summarized 
points from a letter from the 
County Chief Administrative 
Officer John Davey. After brief 
comments by other council mem¬ 
bers, the audience then had a 
chance to speak. 

Parcels 1 and 2 are located 
directly west of the Baltimore- 
Washington Parkway and east of 
Greenbelt Homes Inc. The ten- 
acre Parcel 2 is near the Spell¬ 
man overpass and the 103-acre 
Parcel 1 is north of Northway. 
extended. 

Parcels 1 and 2 are privately 
owned. Last November a poten¬ 
tial developer of Parcel 1 present¬ 
ed to the city council a plan for 
building 218 townhouses and 125 
single family homes in a work-

session (see News Review, Nov. 
26, 1987). This plan was later 
modified to 175 single family 
homes (see News Review, Dec. 
3, 1987). Since that time there 
has been no further action relat¬ 
ing to development of Parcel 1. 

According to Davey's letter, 
dated May 25, 1988, County Ex¬ 
ecutive Parris Glendening is dis¬ 
cussing with the State Depart¬ 
ment of Natural Resources the 
possibility of the State purch¬ 
asing the parcels as parkland. 
The county has asked State Sen¬ 
ator Leo Green and State Dele¬ 
gate Charles “Buzz" Ryan to as¬ 
sist in this effort. Davey expres¬ 
sed the expectation of some 
word from the State in upcom¬ 
ing weeks. 

The letter also reiterated the 
fact that the 72-acre surplus 
school parcel between Parcels 1 
and 2 has almost $500,000 of 
debt upon it. In addition, the 
county will meet with the city 
in the near future concerning 
North End School. The city 
must show that the school will 
be “used for an approved public 
purpose.” 

Other members of council 
made remarks expressing their 
support for acquiring the park¬ 
land. Councilmember Thomas 
White also reminded the audi-

Hearing Focuses on Police Budget, 
Lions’ Request & City Staff Size

The proposed $8 million budget for fiscal year 1989 
calls for an increase in expenditures of about 10 percent to 
be matched by an equal increase for the taxpayer. Half 
would come from increases in property assessments — 
enough to pay for the increases proposed in the operating 
budget. Additional revenues will come from new properties 
placed on the tax rolls for the first time. The manager 
also proposes a five cent tax increase. These funds would 
be earmarked for major capital improvements or debt 
service (paying off bonds). The $6 million bond issue will 
not come close to financing the capital improvements plan¬ 
ned. The battle over which planned improvements will not 
be undertaken was joined by a large group which turned out 
earlier in the evening to ensure a high priority for park¬ 
land, particularly Parcels 1 and 2 in the northern corner of 
the city. 

Thursday's Public Hearing on 
the proposed budget for 1988-89 
found few members of the public 
interested in staying after the 
Parcel’s 1 and 2 issues had been 
aired. 

Werner Neupert of Lakeside 
Drive, Joe Wilkinson of the Li¬ 
ons Club, two advisory board 
members and representatives of 
most city departments made up 
the “public." Most discussions, 
however, centered around ques¬ 
tions and concerns of members 
of council. 

Bill Wilkerson, vice-chairman 
of the Advisory Planning Board 
expressed concern that the board 
is stil largely re-active. The list 
it drew up in January 1986 of 
important issues to be consid¬ 
ered still lies dormant - the pull 
of county-mandated deadlines 
(e.g. zoning hearings) determ¬ 
ines where time is spent. Wil¬ 
kerson would like to see more 
staff support so the APB would 
undertake a small number of is¬ 
sues annually, with council's 


help in identifying priorities. He 
gave several examples - The 
Greenbelt East Study by Park 
& Planning, Center Rehabilita¬ 
tion, recreation and trails map. 
He urged council to show lead¬ 
ership, without it he said, “others 
will decide . . . (and) opportuni¬ 
ties (will be) missed." Keith 
Chernikoff, chairman of the 
city's Park and Recreation Ad¬ 
visory Board (PRAB) echoed 
Wilkerson's concerns. 

While both praised the staff’s 
work the advisory boards would 
like more assistance. 

Councilmember Thomas X. 
White appeared to agree with

County & City Tax Bills 
Consolidated this Year 

This year Greenbelt residents 
will receive one tax bill which 
will include both their county 
and Greenbelt city taxes.

Prince Georges County 
will then transfer part of the 
bill revenue to the City of 
Greenbelt. 

The tax bill will contain a 
Municipality charge, which will 
be the annual city tax.

1552. One check wili now pay 
both city and county taxes. If 
your mortgage company annual¬ 
ly pays your taxes, the bill will 
be sent directly to them for pay¬ 
ment. 

Consolidation of the collection 
process allows both county and 
city governments to serve the 
public more efficiently. In the 
past, the county prepared city 
tax billa and sent them to the 
city treasurer's office for postage 
and processing. Because this pro¬ 
cess was separate from the coun¬ 
ty's own billing and collection 
process, combining both county 
and city bills will eliminate dou¬ 
ble postage, processing, and col¬ 
lection costs.

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Eliminate the Pool 

In the proposed City budget, 
there is $450,000 set aside (for 
this year) for construction of the 
indoor pool. I am very naoh 
against building an indoor pool. 

I am not, however, anti-indoor 
pool. I simply don’t think the 
City should finance it for a num¬ 
ber of reasons. 

An indoor pool is very expen¬ 
sive to ibuild and maintain com¬ 
pared with tennis eourts or ball 
fields. 

It would have limited use dur¬ 
ing the summer, because most 
people would be using our beau¬ 
tifully remodeled outdoor pool. 

I question just how many peo¬ 
ple would use it during the win¬ 
ter. The city seems to worry al¬ 
so as they are trying to come up 
with incentives for people to use 
it. There are already numerous 
public indoor pools within a rea¬ 
sonable drive. Two more indoor 
pools are due to open in 1990: 
Prince Georges Community Col¬ 
lege and MNCPPC Fairland Re¬ 
gional Park pools. Both are 50- 
meter pools. Fairland is on Old 
Gunpowder Rd. in Beltsvidle, a- 
bout a 15-minute drive away I 

Most indoor pools are run by 
counties or park services. Rock¬ 
ville is the only area city that 
has its own indoor pool. 

The city council (members) are 
mistaken if they think the $6 
million bond referendum still 
provides a mandate to build the 
pool. I was one of those people 
who voted for the Bond (which 
was to finance the new police 
station, an indoor pool, and park¬ 
land acquisition). 

But things have changed since 
the Bond vote. First of all we 
now know that 6 million will not 
buy us the pool, police station 
and taxid. 

Choices must be made now. 1 
know I speak for many when I 
say that ’borrowing more money 
to go ahead with the original 
bond projects is not the answer. 

1 vote to eliminate the indoor 
pool — ‘it's an expensive luxury 
for a city. I don’t want the city 
to finance and maintain an in¬ 
door pool with my tax dollars, 
when there are a number of 
pools already available within a 
reasonable drive.

ity (WMATA). 

Prince Georges County Giant 
customers may purchase the $22 
Maryland-D.C. flashpass and the 
$2 senior citizen/disabled fare- 
cards at any of the 19 Giant 
stores in the county. Passes and 
other Metro fare media are ob¬ 
tained from clerks in the man¬ 
ager's office, not through the 
check-out line. 

WMATA operates 10 sales fa¬ 
cilities at Metrobus divisions, 
Metro Center, the Pentagon and 
Metro Headquarters, and a mo¬ 
bile sales unit that operates on 
a published schedule to serve 
downtown and Crystal City em¬ 
ployment centers. In addition, 
there are now 310 off-site outlets 
at banks, savings and loan asso¬ 
ciations, credit unions and oth¬ 
er businesses throughout the 
metropolitan area where transit 
passengers may purchase Metro 
fare media. To find a location 
convenient to home or work, call 
Metro Information at 637-7000.

SHL Residents Arrested 
In Major Drug Bust 

Maryland State Police at Pikes- 
ville reported last week that 
they have broken up a multi- 
million dollar international her¬ 
oin smuggling operation with 
the indictment of eighteen per¬ 
sons on charges of conspiracy to 
distribute heroin. State Police 
reported that they arrested one 
of the leaders in the drug smug¬ 
gling operation, who gave an 
address in Irving, Texas, at an 
apartment on Springhill Drive 
in Greenbelt, Three men who 
lived in the apartment were al¬ 
so arrested in the raid, and po¬ 
lice have identified them as 
three of five major heroin sup¬ 
pliers living in Maryland. 

The smuggling ring, operating 
internationally and across state 
lines, imported 30 to 50 pounds 
of high-grade heroin into the 
United States from Nigeria dur¬ 
ing the past year. State Police 
report that they executed eleven 
search and seizure warrants dur¬ 
ing a 14-month investigation 
which began in January 1987. At 
that time they learned that a 
major heroin distribution ring 
was operating in Maryland. 
Narcotics investigators found 
that heroin was smuggled into 
Nigeria from Pakistan and the 
main suppliers in Nigeria would 
direct quantities of heroin to be 
smuggled into the United States. 
Drug couriers brought the hero¬ 
in into the United States either 
at Kennedy International Air¬ 


port in New York or at Balti¬ 
more-Washington International 
Airport concealing the packaged 
drugs on their body, in a body 
cavity or in their luggage. From 
a base in Atlanta, Georgia mem¬ 
bers of the drug organization 
then directed the heroin 1 6 
Greenbelt and other cities across 
the United States, coast to coast. 

During the course of the in¬ 
vestigation State Police seized 
14 ounces of high-grade heroin 
and over $10,000 in cash. Also 
seized were papers and docu¬ 
ments that provided police with 
vital information about the op¬ 
eration. 

The men arrested at the 
Springhill Drive apartment are 
Nigerians, as are eleven of the 
other eighteen indicted. 

State Police believe there are 
at least five leaders of the or¬ 
ganization still in Nigeria and 
are trying, with the Drug En¬ 
forcement Administration, to 
identify and indict those indi¬ 
viduals. 

The charge of conspiracy to 
distribute heroin is a felony 
punishable by a maximum of 
twenty years in prison and/or 
a $25,000 fine.

other shows proposed land use. 
The proposed land use may alter 
the density allowed under a spe¬ 
cific zoning. For example, K-18 
in a Low Urban land use zone is 
limited .to 10 to 12 upits per 
acre, in an Urban land use zone 
to 12 (to 14 units an acre and in 
an area of High Urban land use, 
up to 20 units an acre would be 
allowed in the R-18 zone. 

(A staff report prepared by the 
city’s Planning and Development 
Coordinator Celia Wilson was 
critical of the delay in the plan¬ 
ning process caused by the addi¬ 
tion of the Langley Park area. 
During (this delay, staff noted, 
“a large amount of development 
(in Greenbelt) has taken place.” 
Staff also criticized the plan for 
“incorporating such an extensive 
area of non-homogenous com¬ 
munities . . , (and) for failure 
to adequately recognize or pro¬ 
vide planning data for Green¬ 
belt” 

The Greenbelt planning area 
includes not only (the City of 
Greeribelt, but also contains some 
portions of Berwyn Heights, 
College Park, the Beltsville Agri¬ 
cultural Research Center and 
other developments outside the 
city limits between Windsor 
Green and Cipriano Road. Con¬ 
sequently, no separate data is a- 
vailable for Greenbelt alone such 
as population, employment and 
acreage statistics or data on the 
various types of housing. Sepa- 
dafce data on the amount of 
square footage of commercial 
office/retail space within the city 
limits and on socio-economic 
characteristics are also unavaila¬ 
ble. 

The Greenbdlt planning area 
is bordered on the north by Pow¬ 
der Mill: Road; on the west by 
the B&O Railroad (north osf 
Greenbelt Road) and Berwyn 
Heights' western border (south 
of Greenbelt Road): on the south 
by Old Calvert Road (at Edmon- 
ston Road) and Good Luck Road; 
and on the east by the Baltimore- 
Washingtoii Parkway, NASA 
and Cipriano Road . 

Review Process 

Within 90 days after the June 
7 public hearing the Park and 
Planning staff will analyze the 
testimony, comment and make 
recommendations ‘to the Plan¬ 
ning Board. The Board may adopt 
the plan with or without amend¬ 
ments and will forward the plan 
and the analysis of the testi¬ 
mony to the District Council, 
County Executive and municipal¬ 
ities for review. The District 
Council has the option of hold¬ 
ing a second joint public hear¬ 
ing. The District Council may 
then approve the plan with or 
without amendments, reject the 
plan, or return it to the Plan¬ 
ning Board with recommenda¬ 
tions for specific changes prior 
to approval. 

If approved and adopted, the 
Secional Map Amendment (SM- 
A) is initiated. Proposals in the 
Master Plan designate only land 
use and capital facilities. The 
SMA is a zoning proposal that 
changes existing zoning to con¬ 
form to the plan’s recommenda¬ 
tions. Following the preparation 
of zoning maps, the District 
Council will hold a public hear¬ 
ing on the SMA. Any amend¬ 
ments will be referred back to 
the Planning Board. Later the 
District Council will bold a final 
hearing on amendments. After 
the zoning maps are adopted; 
the plan and maps will be pub¬ 
lished. 

The Master Plan adoption and 
SMA process could take a year 
and a half to complete.

agreement they are maintained 
by GHI. 

2. All land occupied by Green¬ 
belt Homes, Inc. cooperative 
housing units will be rezoned to 
Residential Townhouses (R-T). 
According to the staff study, GHI 
land in the masonry home area 
was developed at densities of 6- 
10 units per acre; the frame 
home area has planned densities 
of 12 units per acre. Such rem¬ 
nants of the ‘greenbelt’ which 
still exist under the RPC zoning 
have planned densities of .5 un¬ 
its per acre. Under the R-T 
zoning, densities up to 12 units 
per acre would be allowed for 
the entire built-up area. The 
‘greenbelt’ area (such as the 
tract between Laurel Hill Road 
and Plateau Place) which would 
be rezoned to R-R could be de¬ 
veloped in the future at densities 
up to 2.17 units per acre. 

3. All playgrounds in the area 
of the frame homes would be in¬ 
cluded in the R-T zoning. These 
playgrounds, while owned by G- 
HI, are under the same city/ 
GHI use and management agree¬ 
ment as those in the masonry 
home areas. 

4. A large parcel of GHI-owned 
green space between the 6 and 
8 Court of Ridge and the ap¬ 
artments on Westway has also 
been rezoned R-T. 

5. Parcel 7 the tract of city 
green space bounded by Crescent 
Road, Ridge Road and Lastner 
Lane, is not being proposed for 
rezoning for the R-R ‘conserva¬ 
tion' category but is being left 
as R-55. 

4. The single family home sub¬ 

divisions (Lakeside, Woodland 
Hills, Lakewood, 35 homes on 
Lastner Lane extended, and the 
American Legion tract with the 
five homes on Lakecrest Drive) 
are proposed for R-55 from RFC 
(R-55). R-55 (up to 6.7 units 

per acre) allows considerably 
greater density than the RPC 
(R-55) category (up to 4 or 5 
units per acre). 

5. Parcels 1 and 2 are recom¬ 
mended to be left as R-R with 
the recommendation that these 
tracts be developed as a Compre¬ 
hensive Design Zone at the Sub¬ 
urban level. Suburban allows 
development at a density of 2.7 
to 3.5 units per acre. A small 
triangle at the northwest tip of 
Parcel 1 which is now RPC R-R 
is recommended for” change to 
R-R. The city staff paper recom¬ 
mends that the land use on these 
parcels be changed to Low Sub¬ 
urban (1.6 to 2,6 units per ac¬ 
re). The land use plan shows the 
former school board property 
as parkland, 

6. The Lutheran Church proper¬ 
ty across from the American 
Legion is recommended for 
change from RPC R-R to R-R. 

7. The white-painted apartments 
along Parkway, and the plot of 
land where the Greenbelt De¬ 
velopment Corporation garages 
are located are proposed to be 
changed from RPC (R-18) to 
R-18. The entire parcel between 
Parkway and Crescent, which 
now contains a parcel of green 
space, would be rezoned R-18 
from RPC (R-18); however, the 
land use map shows the green 
space remaining. 

8. All commercial property in 
the original part of the city is 
now zoned RPC (C-l), C-l, C-2 
and CSC. According to the Mas¬ 
ter Plan, all these properties 
will be rezoned Commercial 
Shopping Center (C-S-C). The 
affected tracts include the city 
Municipal Building, the Roose¬ 


velt Mall and the Co-op Service 
Station, and the buildings at the 
end of Centerway (service sta¬ 
tion, garage and former real es¬ 
tate office). 

West Greenbelt 

According to the city staff re¬ 
port, the Master Plan does not 
deal adequately with design de- 
ficienies of the Greenbelt Road 
corridor from the B&O rail¬ 
road tracks to Kenilworth Av¬ 
enue. While the plan identifies 
many problems in the corridor, 
no “implementation strategies" 
were recommended for improv¬ 
ing conditions. 

Staff recommended that the 
problems be addressed through 
an overlay zone, such as was 
recommended in the plan for the 
College Park Route 1 North 
Study Area, or other innovative 
techniques using incentives, site 
plan review, and amortization 
(gradual required removal of 
non-conforming uses). 

The county council has not yet 
adopted an overlay zone (a map¬ 
ped zone superimposed over oth¬ 
er zones) to provide for growth 
and enhancement of strip com¬ 
mercial centers. While not chan¬ 
ging the permitted uses of the 
underlying zone, certain require¬ 
ments in the zone may be modi¬ 
fied. In providing an overlay 
zone for the Greenbelt corridor, 
problems with signage, utility 
poles, landscaping, excessive 
curb cuts, ingress _and egress 
and the interface between the 
commercial and residential areas 
on the south side of Greenbelt 
Road could be addressed. 

Strip retail commercial devel¬ 
opments are located along both 
the north and south sides of the 
Greenbelt Road corridor. The 
master plan recommends com- 
mercal shopping center (CSC) 
for most of these developments, 
as well as for Beltway Plaza 
Shopping Mall. Some commer¬ 
cial office (CO) is also proposed. 

Beltway Plaza 

On the north side of Green¬ 
belt Road, Beltway Plaza pre¬ 
dominates The plan states that 
the mall is “sufficently set back 
from the road, has a unifying 


mansard roof, unifying signs 
and few window signs.” How¬ 
ever, there were concerns about 
a “severe erosion problem at the 
east end of the center, a lack of 
coordinated architectural de¬ 
sign and an undefined circulation 
pattern for all the free standing 
buildings. Cited also was a 
lack of islands or landscaping 
in the parking areas to define 
a circulation pattern” and a lack 
of landscaping along Greenbelt 
Road. 

The plan describes the south 
side of Greenbelt Road, which 
is in the Town of Berwyn 
Heights, as a typical “strip-com¬ 
mercial development.” Build¬ 
ings are sited too close to Green¬ 
belt Road and numerous curb 
cuts “adversely affect internal 
circulation and the flow of traf¬ 
fic on Greenbelt Road.” 

The Beltway Plaza area, in¬ 
cluding commercial uses on the 
south side of Greenbelt Road has 
been designated a Major Activ¬ 
ity Center. This type of center 
must cover from 30 to 60 acres 
with about 20 to 30 acres 
of commercial development and 
200 to 700 dwelling units serv¬ 
ing a population of 30,000 to 
60,000. 

According to the June 1988 is¬ 
sue of Regarclie’a, 500,000 square 
feet of retail uses will be added 
to the Beltway Plaza Mall. A 
300,000 square foot Beltway 
Plaza Building is planned for 
Greenbelt Road at 59th St. 

Metro 

The Master Plan recommends 
that the 267-acre A. H. Smith 
property, located just outside the 
city limits, and the 86-acre Met¬ 
ro tract be rezoned from indus¬ 
trial use bo Mixed Use Trans¬ 
portation Zone (MXT), Both 
properties are sited north of 
Greenbelt Road and south of the 
Beltway between Cherrywood 
Lane and the B&O railrod 
tracks. 

While the city staff does not 
disagree that MXT may be an 
appropriate zone for this area, 
they prefer that the existing 
heavy industrial (1-2) zoning 
be retained and that only the 


land use plan reflect the MXT. 
Since completion of the Metro 
line to Greenbelt is not sched¬ 
uled until 1994, staff says ap¬ 
proval of the MXT zoning 
through the Sectional Map Am¬ 
endment is premature. 

Staff notes that this delay 
would allow “significant pre-ap¬ 
proval design guidance through 
conditional approvals” at a la¬ 
ter time. 

The lack of a planned road 
network to serve the Smith pro¬ 
perty is a factor in requesting 
the delay. Cherrywood Lane, 
Che access road to the Metre 
station and commuter rail, is on¬ 
ly described as a collector road, 
not an arterial road. Also, road 
access from the Beltway will 
only serve Metro and commuter 
rail. 

The MXT zone is a mixed use 
transportation oriented zone 
which stipulates that the pro¬ 
perty intended for MXT must 
be located in the vicinity of a 
major intersection or inter¬ 
change or a major transit sta¬ 
tion. The development must 
maintain a mixed use character 
of at least three of the follow¬ 
ing: retail trades and services, 
office research and employment 
uses, and residence and hotels 
motels. 

According to county planners, 
MXT development promotes traf¬ 
fic (with residents leaving in the 
morning and entering in the af¬ 
ternoon), in the direction oppo¬ 
site commuter traffic utilizing 
Metro. The county staff esti¬ 
mates that the Metro station 
area could accommodate a max¬ 
imum of about two and a half 
million square feet of MXT de¬ 
velopment. 

Spring kill Lake 

The proposed land use and 
zoning of the 2,899 unit Spring- 
hill Lake Apartment development 
remains essentially the same — 
an Urban land use category 
with R-18 multifamily, medium 
density residential zoning. The 
apartments are bounded by the 
Beltway, Edmonston Road, 
Breezewood Drive and Cherry- 
wood Lane. 

One change involves townhous¬ 
es at the corner of Springhill 
Lane and Springhill Drive, 
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which are now designated low 
urban in the R-18 zone, instead 
of the previous single family 
residential land use. (R-18 zone 
use now covers some townhouse 
type development according to 
the plan text.) Another change 
affects the existing commercial 
C-l zone for the 2.30-acre SHL 
convenience center across from 
the townhouses, which is pro¬ 
posed for the Ancillary Commer¬ 
cial Zone (CA), permitting 
small retail commercial uses and 
professional offices in an area of 
up to three acres. 

Not clear is the reasoning be¬ 
hind showing the Springhili 
Lake Golf Course and Recrea¬ 
tion building as private open 
space on the land use map, while 
the zoning proposal recommen¬ 
dation is R-18 medium density 
apartments. Similarly the 
Springhili Lake Elementary 
School’s proposed zoning is R- 
18, while the land use map de¬ 
picts public or quasi-public use 
with a school symbol. 

Golden Triangle 

The Golden Triangle, bound¬ 
ed by the Beltway, Kenilworth 
Ave. and Greenbelt Road houses 
three office buildings with more 
development on the drawing 
boards. About 31.5 acres of C-2 
zoning is slated for a change to 
•C-O. The city staff has some con¬ 
cerns with the proposals for the 
lot fronting on Greenbelt Road 
which is used for a stormwater 
dry pond. This parcel is rec¬ 
ommended for rezoning from the 
existing C-2 general commercial 
zone to Commercial Shopping 
Center (CSC) and Commercial 
Miscellaneous (CM) to reflect 
the zones of properties directly 
to the north—the 2.97 acre T.- 
G.l. Fridays restaurant and the 
7.53 acre Capitol Cadillac pro¬ 
perty. Staff recommends that 
the lot be rezoned to R-R, be¬ 
cause it is required for storm¬ 
water detention. 

Staff also recommends that the 
Maryland Department of Trans¬ 
portation property intended for 
the future construction of the 
Route 193/Parkway interchange 
at the southeastern corner of the 
Triangle be rezoned to R-R. Cur¬ 
rently zoned C-2, it is recom¬ 
mended in the plan for rezoning 
to C-O. 

Capital Office Park 

Five office buildings totaling 
632,000 square feet, as well as 
the Greenbelt Hilton, have been 
constructed at the Capital Office 
Park at the Beltway and Kenil¬ 
worth Avenue. Over the next five 
years, three additional office tow¬ 
ers will double the office space. 

About 26 acres of R-18-zoned 
vacant land in the Greenbelt 
park, north east of the Beltway, 
south of the Greenbelt boundary, 
is being proposed for R-R. 

Greenbelt East 

Compared to the number of 
proposed rezonings in central 
Greenbelt, rezonings in Green¬ 
belt East are few. In general, 
proposed changes tend to furth¬ 
er the Greenbelt community's 
expressed objective that com¬ 
mercial development along Han¬ 
over Parkway end at Greenbrook 
Drive and that residential de¬ 
velopment become less dense a- 
long Hanover Parkway as it 
moves toward Good Luck Road, 

Major rezonings under the pro¬ 
posal are: 

1. The area known as Magnolia 
Farms, which is now zoned R- 
R with a small tract zoned C-l, 
would be rezoned to R-80, single¬ 
family homes with a maximum 
density of 4.5 units per acre. 

2. A 16-acre tract owned by 


Greenbrook Associates (Michael 
T. Rose Associates) is designed 
to be left in the R-R category 
with the recommendation for de¬ 
velopment as a Comprehensive 
Design Zone. However, h. recent 
decision was made by tjie city 
council to support Rose’s pro¬ 
posed development of this tract 
and two small adjacent tracts 
as a mixture of condominium 
apartments and townhouses. As 
part of this decision, a tract 
known as Parcel 57, which the 
plan proposes rezoning from RR 
to R-T, will be left undeveloped. 

3. Under the plan, two vacant 
school sites on Mandan Road 
(one near Greenwood Village and 
one behind Windsor Green) are 
to be rezoned from R-R to R-55. 
The city staff has noted that 
these sites are not recommended 
for disposal and therefore there 
is no need to provide additional 
development potential at this 
time. 

4. The entire NASA complex is 
recommended for rezoning from 
R-R to O-S. 

5. A parcel of land east of Han¬ 
over Parkway and Hunting 
Ridge, now zoned as R-30 t would 
be rezoned to R-R and designa¬ 
ted as part of Schrom Hills 
Park. 

6. The Greenway Shopping Cen¬ 
ter is recommended for rezoning 
from C-2 to C-S-C-. 

7. The Holiday Inn site is recom¬ 
mended for i*ezoning from C-M 
(Commercial Miscellaneous) to 
C-S-C-. 

City Staff Views 
The city staff, in its analysis 
paper, also noted several addi¬ 
tional sites which should be re- 
zoned to reflect current land use. 
Major sites are: 

1. The city park at Hanover 
Parkway and Mandan Road 
should be rezoned to the conser¬ 
vation designation (R-R). 

2. The Witt tract on Hanover 
Parkway, which has been ac¬ 
quired by the Washington Sub¬ 
urban Sanitary Commission for 
a storm water management fa¬ 
cility, should be rezoned R-R 
and designated as “institution¬ 
al,” 

3. The plot of land along Han¬ 
over Parkway which was dedi¬ 


cated to the city as part of the 
Greenbrook development manda¬ 
tory dedication should be rezon¬ 
ed from R-T to R-R. 

4. The Schimmel property, which 
has been bought by the city to 
be incorporated into Schrom 
Hills Park, should be designated 
as parkland; the Steiner pro¬ 
perty should be dedicated as fu¬ 
ture parkland. 

5. Smith-Ewing Lot 2, which is 
currently zoned C-S-C-, should 
be rezoned to C-O in line with 
the recent city council decision 
to support construction of an of¬ 
fice building in the tract. 

Greenway Center 

The Greenway Shopping Cen¬ 
ter in Greenbelt East has been 
designated a Community Activ¬ 
ity Center. This type of center 
must cover from 20 to 30 acres, 
with about 10 to 15 acres devel¬ 
oped for commercial uses. Ser¬ 
ving a population of 20,000 to 
30,000, the center must contain 
100 to 400 dwelling units and 
have a service area of 10 min¬ 
utes’ driving time in radius. 

About 33 acres of the Green¬ 
way Shopping Center are pro¬ 
posed to be changed to the CSC 
zone from C-2. This includes 
Maryland Trade Center Build¬ 
ing. However, the city staff rec¬ 
ommends C-O, which reflects the 
Master Plan’s land use designa¬ 
tion of office commercial. 

Outside the City 

The plan earmarks 2,203 ac¬ 
res of the Beltsville Agricultural 
Research Center for a zoning 
change from R-R to Open Space 
(O-S). This land is north of 
Greenbelt, south of Powder Mill 
Road, east of the B&O railroad 
and west of the Baltimore-Wash¬ 
ington Parkway. 

According to the plan, a 14- 
acre vacant parcel in the West¬ 
chester Park Condominium de¬ 
velopment is slated for rezoning 
from RPC to RR. The parcel 
is east of Kenilworth Ave., west 
of Greenbelt Park, and south of 
Westchester Drive. County plan¬ 
ners later told the News Review 
that the plan’s text should have 
listed two parcels totaling about 
20 acres that were slated for 
changes - one from RPC-(RR) 
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to R-R; theother from R-10 high 
rise to R-R. Future develop¬ 
ment of the parcel is proposed 
in the Comprehensive Design 
Zone-Residential Medium (5.8 to 
7.9 dwelling units per acre). The 
plan notes that CDZ is recom¬ 
mended to “minimize the traffic 
impact at Westchester Park 
Drive/Kenilworth Avenue inter¬ 
section.” 

Roads 

The Master Plan calls for sev¬ 
eral road projects in addition to 
those already scheduled or under 
construction (such as the exten¬ 
sion of Hanover Parkway and 
Cherrywood Lane, improvements 
to the Greenbelt Road/Baltimore- 
Washington Parkway interchange 
and the widening of Greenbelt 
Road). 

The project with the greatest 
potential impact upon the city 
is the extension of Kenilworth 
Avenue as a four to six-lane di¬ 
vided highway leading to an in¬ 
terchange with 1-95 and Mary¬ 
land Route 198. Council has 
consistently opposed any extens¬ 
ion of Kenilworth Avenue. 

Extensive development is ex¬ 
pected north of the city in ar¬ 
eas around Laurel. According 
to statements made by Paul Ag- 
garwal at the April 14 briefing, 
Kenilworth Avenue will be the 
major access route to accommo¬ 
date that growth. 

In addition, Frank Derro, 
chief of the Transportation Di¬ 
vision, confirmed at the briefing 
that Kenilworth will be the main 
road receiving traffic from the 
Intercounty Connector (ICC). 
When built, the ICC will link 
Montgomery and Prince Georges 
Counties. 

The Master Plan also calls for 
widening Kenilworth Avenue to 
six lanes between Good Luck 
Road and the Capital Beltway. 
To avoid the need for left turns 
across this widened road, the 
plan proposes adding ramps to 
complete the cloverleaf at the 
Kenilworth Avenue/Capital Belt- 
way interchange. 
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Other Road Projects 

In addition to the already 
scheduled relocation of the 
Greenbelt Road interchange with 
the northbound Baltimore-Wash¬ 
ington Parkway, the Master Plan 
calls for the construction of a 
ramp from Greenbelt Road to 
the southbound Parkway. MNC- 
PPC recommends closing the 
the Parkway on-ramp from 
Southway when this ramp is 
completed. (Completion is expect¬ 
ed in 1991.) 

Three planned but never fund¬ 
ed projects are retained in the 
proposed Master Plan: the relo¬ 
cation of Crescent Road to in¬ 
tersect with Kenilworth Avenue 
opposite Ivy Lane and the Cap¬ 
ital Office Park, the extension 
of Ridge Road to intersect with 
Kenilworth Avenue opposite 
Cherrywood Lane extended and 
the extension of Brae Brook 
Drive to Hanover Parkway ex¬ 
tended. 

APB reviewed these projects 
earlier in the year, recommend¬ 
ing the retention of the Crescent 
Road and Brae Brook Drive pro¬ 
jects in the road plans. Howev¬ 
er, APB recommended deletion 
of the Ridge Road extension be¬ 
cause of concerns about diver¬ 
sion of additional traffic into the 
north end of the city and about 
the proximity of this intersection 
to the relocated Crescent Road/ 
Ivy Lane/Kenilworth Avenue in¬ 
tersection. Council deferred ac¬ 
tion on the APB recommenda¬ 
tions until they could review the 
entire Master Plan. 

At the April 14 briefing, MN- 
CPPC officials also discussed de¬ 
velopment in the Glenn Dale- 
Seabrook-Lanham planning area. 
According to this presentation, 37 
projects are in various stages of 
planning, development and con¬ 
struction to the east of the city. 
Completion of these projects will 
affect traffic on Greenbelt Road 
and the Baltimore-Washington 
Parkway.

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County Transportation Experts 
Discuss Road Improvements

At an April 26 public meeting, representatives of the 
County Department of Public Works and Transportation 
discussed highway improvement projects affecting the city. 
Included were the extension of Cherrywood Lane, the 
widening of Greenbelt Road and the reconstruction of the 
Greenbelt Road/Baltimore Washington Parkway inter¬ 
change. 


CFG Calls for Members 
To Testify on Master Plan 

Citizens for Greenbelt (CFG) held a membership meet¬ 
ing Wednesday, May 25 in the Springhill Lake Community 
Room. 


Edwin Jack, Associate Direc¬ 
tor for Project Management, told 
the council that the extension of 
Hanover Parkway, to Good Luck 
Road is expected to be completed 
by the end of June, 

Jack was accompanied by Roy 
Hoffman, Chief of the Division 
of Highways and Bridges, Pro¬ 
ject Coordinators Ed Jankiewicz 
and Danny Layton and Slade 
Caltrider, the county’s coordina¬ 
tor for the 1986 bond issue pro¬ 
jects. 

Cherrywood Lane 

The extension of Cherrywood 
Lane across the Beltway to Ed- 
monston Road is to be completed 
in three phases. The first phase, 
construction of a 60 foot wide 
roadway from Edmonston Road 
to Ivy Lane, in the Capital Of¬ 
fice Park, is scheduled for com¬ 
pletion in May. The design work 
for the bridge over the Bell 
way is essentially completed, ac¬ 
cording to Jack, and construc¬ 
tion should begin soon. 

The final phase is the widen¬ 
ing of the existing roadway from 
Greenbelt Road to just west oi 
Springhill Drive. This project 
is being delayed by problems In 
obtaining the necessary right-of- 
way agreements. Although this 
project may be delayed for up 
to two years for condemnation 
action, J$ck said that given the 
longer , construction time for 
the bridge, the department still 
hopes to complete the widening 
project by the time the bridge 
opens, 

Councilmember Antoinette M. 
Bram was concerned that Cherry 
wood Lane would be used as a 
shortcut to the Beltway by 
Greenbelt Road traffic. Caltrider 
agreed that some drivers would 
do this, but said that there 
would be no signs to encourage 
this movement. In addition, he 
said that although plans to re¬ 
locate the intersection of Cres¬ 
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cent Road with Kenilworth Av¬ 
enue from its present to oppo¬ 
site Ivy Lane have been :n the 
county’s road plans for some 
time, the project has never Deen 
funded. Since Ivy will inter¬ 
sect with Cherrywood Lane ex 
tended this relocation could en¬ 
courage traffic to cut througn 
old Greenbelt to the Paikway 
and Greenbelt Road. 

Greenbelt Road 

The remaining two road pro¬ 
jects affect Greenbelt Road. I he 
first will widen Greenbelt Road 
to three through lanes in each 
direction from just west of the 
Beltway bridge to Mandan Road 
Jack said that the design work 
is 95 percent complete with 
construction expected to begin 
in the fall. 

The other project is the re¬ 
construction of the Greenbelt 
Road/Baltimore Washington 
Parkway interchange and the re¬ 
location of the ramps to and 
from the northbound parkway. 
The county is doing the design 
work on the project, but the con¬ 
struction is the responsibility of 
the National Park Service and 
the Federal Highway Admini¬ 
stration. Jankiewicz said that 
the dtfign should be completed 
in July and construction should 
begin this fall or next spring. 

Jankiewicz said that the pur¬ 
pose of the Parkway redes ; gn is 
solely to improve driving com¬ 
fort and safety, not to increase 
traffic capacity. 

The Greenbelt Road median 
will be closed at the Beltway 
ramp, eliminating what Jankie¬ 
wicz termed an unsafe leit turn 
movement. Drivers exiting the 
Beltway will then use the Park¬ 
way to access westbound Green¬ 
belt Road. The Parkway will be 
widened slightly to allow a wea¬ 
ving lane for these vehicles. A 
weaving lane will also be con¬ 
structed for vehicles merging 


onto the Parkway from the 
Southway ramp. 

The interchange with the 
northbound Parkway .will be re¬ 
located roughly opposite the El 
Torrito restaurant. J ankiewicz 
said this will allow additional 
storage space for exiting traf¬ 
fic as well as a safer curve. The 
median break at Greenway Cen¬ 
ter will remain, so that the relo¬ 
cation of the Parkway off-ramp 
will necessitate an additional sig¬ 
nal between Hanover Parxway 
and the main entrance into 
Greenway Center. 

Jankiewicz said that the lights 
will be “interconnected to work 
in harmony.” Traffic exiting the 
Parkway will have several op¬ 
tions. Drivers choosing the ight 
turn ramp will not merge with 
Greenbelt Road traffic until after 
the entrance to Greenway Cent¬ 
er. However, drivers wait mg 
through the signal will find that 
all roads lead to the Greenway 
Center. Alternately they may 
proceed through the signal into 
the driveway near El Torrito. 
This driveway will not be wid¬ 
ened or improved as part of tiiis 
project. Left turning drivers 
may proceed east on Greenbelt 
Road, or may turn onto Hanover 
Parkway, Jankiewicz said that 
this should ease the congestion 
for Parkway traffic entering the 
shopping center since it will now 
be split three ways. 

One major concern with the 
project, voiced by Councilmem- 
bers Edward Putens and Thom¬ 
as X. White was the poss oility 
of vehicles running off the north¬ 
bound on-ramp into the Green- 
briar tennis courts. The coun- 
cilmembers pushed for safety 
and sound barriers to protvet the 
residents. 

Caltrider said that the ramp 
will be 25 to 30 feet from the 
tennis courts. He said that pro¬ 
visions could be made for a 
safety barrier of some kind, but 
that any sound attenuation de¬ 
vice would be the responsibility 
of the National Park Service. 
Jankiewicz agreed saying that he 
felt he could make a commit¬ 
ment for a safety barrier but 
that a noise attenuation device 
was probably not justified. Bram 
also saw a need for a barrier to 
prevent children from getting 
onto the ramp from the recrea¬ 
tion area. 


Ruth Kastner outlined for the 
group some of the Master Plan’s 
main areas of concern to Green¬ 
belt. These are the proposed de¬ 
letion of the RPC (planned com¬ 
munity) zone in historic Green¬ 
belt; the increase in density of 
the proposed zoning for Parcel 
1; the lack of a solution to the 
problems of the Beltway Plaza/ 
Greenbelt Road corridor; and 
the proposed extension of Kenil¬ 
worth Avenue, as well as the 
extensions of Ridge Road and 
Mandan Road and the relocation 
of Crescent Road. 

Councilman Richard Castaldi 
attended the meeting and dis¬ 
cussed with members the prob- 


Another concern was the de¬ 
cision not to extend the ride- 
walk past Greenway Center. 
Jack said that they will re-evalu- 
ate the sidewalk, but that the 
county’s current thinking is that 
the heaviest pedestrian traffic is 
into the shopping center. As plan¬ 
ned a sidewalk would be extended 
along the north side of Greenbelt 
Road to roughly opposite Kan¬ 
garoo Katie’s. 

City Manager James K. G'cse 
pressed for construction of a 
continuous sidewalk for the lull 
length of the project. He said 
that many bicyclists along Green¬ 
belt Road use the sidewalks for 
safety. Councilmembers White, 
Rram and Mayor Gil Weidenfeld 
also pressed for a complete side¬ 
walk system. Jack said that the 
Greenbelt Road construction 
work should take approximate¬ 
ly two years to complete and 
that work will be abased to “ad¬ 
equately address traffic needs 
during construction.” 



lems of abandoning the RPC 
zone. A possible consequence 
is that more density would be al¬ 
lowed in historic Greenbelt, with 
loss of green space currently 
protected by the RPC zone. The 
membership instructed the ex¬ 
ecutive board to send a represen¬ 
tative to the June 7 Master Plan 
hearing (7 p.m. at Eleanor Roos¬ 
evelt High School) to express 
CFG’s concerns. Also, individual 
members were urged to attend 
the June 7 hearing and oppose 
the Kenilworth Avenue extension 
and deletion of the RPC zone, 
and to address any other topic 
of concern to Greenbelt. 

Eunice Coxon played a tape of 
WAMU’s coverage of the cable 
fee issue. The story included an 
interview with Coxon. Coxon 
stated that she felt the fee, now 
$50, was still too high. The 
group voted to send a letter to 
William Hysell, Prime Cable Gen- 
en^a'l Manager, stating CFG’s 
position that the $50 charge for 
new subscribers to the Universal 
tier is “not only not equitable 
but discriminatory.” 

Leonie Penney moved that the 
Membership Committee, chaired 
by Eunice Coxon, be changed 
from an Ad Hoc to a Standing 
Committee. The motion passed 
unanimously.

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GHI Board Selects Wayne 
Williams to Head Corporation

Greenbelt Homes, Inc. got an almost completely new set 
of officers at the organizational meeting of the board of 
directors on May 26. Wayne Williams was elected presi¬ 
dent, Andrea Haslinger vice-president, Betty Deitch to the 
office of secretary, and Ray McCawley reelected as treasurer 
of the corporation. Before the election, Williams had serv¬ 
ed as vice-president and Haslinger had been secretary. 


In his acceptance speech, 
Williams said he had accepted 
the post ‘because he felt a need 
to establish firmly in the com¬ 
munity some of the policies 
which the board has started in 
the past few years. He men¬ 
tioned the parking policy as one 
undertaking which is to ' solve a 
pereennial problem in GHI. He 
also singled out the reserve pro¬ 
gram and the 3, 5, 8-year pro¬ 
grams, such as the swale and 
drainage program, plumbing ris¬ 
er replacement program and 
other such capital maintenance 
programs as procedures to he set 
in place. 

Williams paid a tribute to for¬ 
mer president Margaret Hogen- 
sen, saying that she remains an 
officer in several national co-op 
organizations, where she serves 
GHI interests in an important 
way. Hogensen said that it had 
been “a great pleasure and privi¬ 
lege” to serve as GHI president. 
She gave no reason for her with¬ 
drawal beyond saying that she 
“didn’t want to do it for another 
year.” 

At the beginning of the meet¬ 
ing, Helen E. White of the Nom¬ 
inations and Elections Committee 
appeared before the board to 
certify the election of McCawley, 
Haslinger, and Directors Nancy 
Hutchins and Mac Wiriek to the 
board of directors. Members Pe¬ 
ter Liebssher, Leta Mach, and 
Julian Weiss were elected to the 
Audit Committee. 

Gas Easement 

On a 4-1 vote, the board ap¬ 
proved a motion to give the 
Washington Gas Light Company 
an easement into a home in the 


9 Court of Hillside so that the 
member can have gas heat in the 
unit. Deitch opposed the motion 
on the gounds that members 
were not allowed to opt out of 
the electric heat program during 
the rehabilitation process and 
should not be allowed to do so 
now. She was assured, however, 
that the member would have to 
go on paying for the electric 
heat rehab charges until those 
obligations are paid off. 

McCawley queried the staff a- 
bout the maintenance responsi¬ 
bilities GHI would be assuming 
in regard tothe electric heat. He 
was told that GHI’s responsibili¬ 
ties would not excceed those car¬ 
ried out in the larger townhomes, 
where an annual inspection is 
made. 

Pets 

The board agreed on a slight 
rewording of the regulations 
dealing with pets. According to 
the motion passed, the regula¬ 
tions will be amended to say that 
“it is strongly suggested that 
members not have more than a 
maximum total of two dogs and/ 
or cats.” The motion passsd 4-1 
with Deitch again opposed. She 
characterized the change as 
“meaningless.” 

Another change in the pet reg¬ 
ulations would require a member 
whose pet bites or threatens ano¬ 
ther member when not under the 
owner’s control to show why GHI 
should not require the member to 
remove the pet. According to 
GHI Manager Ron Colton, this 
change would put the burden of 
proof on the pet owner in serious 
cases.

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board decided to continue to re¬ 
quire written complaints about 
pet problems. McCawley pointed 
out, however, that in cases where 
health and sanitation problems 
are involved, the staff would ac¬ 
cept verbal complaints because 
they could check on such cases 
by observation. 

Master Plan 

The board discussed the provi¬ 
sions of the proposed Master 
Plan and their impact on GHI. 
Most serious perhaps was the 
foreseeable problems which 
would result from abolition of 
the Residential Planned Com¬ 
munity (RPC) designation which 
now overlays the community. 
McCawley, who served on the 
Citizens Advisory Committee 
which helped draft the plan, 
pointed out that the county 
wants to get rid of the RPC zon¬ 
ing, 

Williams wondered why Prince 
Georges county doesn’t give more 
recognition to a community which 
has been copied all over the 
world and which conforms to ma¬ 
ny of the principles of develop¬ 
ment which the Park and Plan¬ 
ning Commission says it wants. 
Colton noted that there is no ex¬ 
planation in the text of the Mas¬ 
ter Plan which explains why the 
city needs to be rezoned. 

The -board by consensus agreed 
to form a small group to work 
out GHI’s position for presenta¬ 
tion at the Public Hearing on the 
Master Plan on June 7 at ERHS. 
The board also agreed to sup¬ 
port the concerns that other citi¬ 
zen groups may have with the 
plan.

the need to bolster the city 
manager's staff. However, he 
explained that the lack of physi¬ 
cal space in the building, until 
late in the fiscal year when the 
Police Department is expected to 
move out, has precluded any 
staff increases this year, in de¬ 
partments housed in the muni¬ 
cipal building. 

The hiring of one additional 
police officer, requested by the 
Chief but not proposed in the 
budget, was also discussed. Two 
members of council, Edward Pu- 
tens and Joseph Isaacs urged 
hiring an additional officer, the 
other three were concerned that 
the police budget already has been 
increased significantly through 
pay increases for the officers. 

Councilmember Antoinette M. 
Bram expressed concern that the 
budget already proposes an in¬ 
crease of $336,000 above this 
year’s police budget. She fav¬ 
ored keeping the police budget 
“fiat” until the new facility is 
“up and running " and better 
estimates of the operating ex¬ 
penses are available. Bram chal¬ 
lenged the half dozen officers 
present to say they’d rather 
have an additional three or four 
officers in exchange for the prro- 
posed pay increases There were 
no takers. When Bram asked 
Lt. Phil ip Coombs, the senior of-

fleer present, to discuss the im¬ 
provements in the department 
over the past 5 years, his re¬ 
sponse “We're falling behind," 
was not what she had expected. 
Coombs spoke of the 50% in¬ 
crease this year in arrests: offic¬ 
ers are now spending more time 
in the station processing those 
arrests and going to court, in 
other words, they're not out on 
the street. 

Putens and Isaacs expressed 
concern about the drug war and 
the need to fully staff Greenbelt’s 
5-man Special Enforcement Un¬ 
it, (now targeted for drug en¬ 
forcement). “We set it up 5 
years ago" and “it’s still not 
functioning," complained Isaacs. 
Assigned officers routinely get 
pulled to fill holes elsewhere. 

One potential source of funds 
which Greenbelt hopes to tap is 
the whopping increase in apart¬ 
ment license fees. The county 
is using the new funds to beef 
up their police department in 
the war against drugs. Greenbelt 
and other municipalities in which 
there are sizeable apartment 
complexes do not currently 
share in the added fees. Spring- 
hill Lake apartment’s fee has in¬ 
creased by $110,000 or 240%. 
Funds from this source could 
play a significant role in the 
police department’s budget. The 
city council plans to ask for the 
return to Greenbelt of all fees 
collected here. 

Aside from pay increases pro¬ 
posed, the department is not 
likely to get any of the many 
other requests. 

City Manager James K. Giese 
indicated, in response to a ques¬ 
tion from Bram his objectives in 
determining priorities for the 
coming year: no tax rate in¬ 
crease for operations. Within 
the police budget, he said, his 
first priority was the pay ad- 
adjustment (all police officers 
will be re-classified, one grade 
higher) - and that took up all 
the money allocated to t^e de¬ 
partment. The second priority, 
had there been any funds avail¬ 
able, would have been to begin 
implementing the take-home ve¬ 
hicle program and third, one 
new officer. 

Neupert expressed support for 
the take-home vehicle program, 
but wanted to see it limited to 
Greenbelt residents. The FOP 
has recommended a distance lim¬ 
it of five miles. Officers have 
said that when in their police 
vehicle they would respond to 
emergency calls even though not 
on duty, 

Sgt. John Lann, President of 
Greenbelt’s FOP spoke briefly to 
council concerning the FO^P’s re¬ 
quests, saying they took three 
hours to propose to council last 
March “I won't go through it

that they had received a written 
proposal on May 11 modified 
following an analysis of their 
original proposal by the city 
manager. The FOP has with¬ 
drawn, for this year, its re¬ 
quest for night differential, but 
the other requests “are justified 
and should be considered," he 
added. 

Neupert spoke again this time, 
he said in comic relief concerning 
the Beavers at Greenbelt Lake. 
“Does this budget include money 
to have these beavers removed?" 

“I think so," was the best an¬ 
swer he could get out of Giese. 
The city has been wrestling 
with this problem with limited 
success during the past year 
(one beaver has been relocated). 
They are currently considering 
whether to hire a private trap¬ 
per. 

Joe Wilkinson of Northway 
and a member of the Greenbelt 
Lion's Club brought council up- 
to-date on their efforts to in¬ 
troduce a drug prevention pro¬ 
gram in Greenbelts elementary 
schools. The club’s request to 
become a pilot program at Cen¬ 
ter and Springhill Lake schools 
was turned down. So the rush 
is off to fund the $13,000 cost 
for the two schools by June 1. 
The club, however is now plan¬ 
ning to introduce the program in 
the fall of 1989. They are ask¬ 
ing the city for half or $6,500 
in matching funds for the two 
schools The club has already 
raised $4,200 and hopes to be 
able to raise enough to include 
St. Hugh’s and Magnolia. 

The Lion's Club is establish¬ 
ing a trust fund for Quest, 
Council has plannned a workses¬ 
sion on June 16 with the Lions 
to learn more about the project. 
Mayor Weidenfeld explained 
that the council doesn’t have 
time prior to the budget approv¬ 
al next Tuesday to learn what 
they need to know before mak¬ 
ing a final decision on whether 
to contribute and, if so, how 
much. 

Putens was eager for Magno¬ 
lia and St. Hugh’s to be includ¬ 
ed, if there were any program 
at all. White expressed interest 
in making a donation, but again 
felt the school system needs to 
show interest in the program by 
funding it. Wilkinson explain¬ 
ed that the Lion’s Club will fin¬ 
ance the first year as a demon¬ 
stration with the hope that the 
school system will pick up the 
tab in the future. 


Tidbits 

• White asked that council seek 
enhancement of open space 
grants from the State to com¬ 
munities like Greenbelt. 

•Bram asked why “double sho¬ 
wer" facilities were planned for 
women at both the Youth Cen¬ 
ter (which will require a small 
addition) and at the indoor pool? 
She suggests the Youth Center 
showers could be eliminated. 

•Bram also asked for more 
funds for renovation of the 
mother and child statue. 

•White expressed uneasiness 
about the 5c tax increase, he’d 
like council to tie down its 
uses. No slush fund, he said. 

• White asked that the $3,500 
cost of renovating the Greenbelt 
Museum’s garage into office space 
be part of the city’s budget as 
a capital improvement rather 
than the FOGM budget “It’s 
our facility" he noted. 

•Giese noted the increase in 
the refuse collection charge to 
$126 
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• White noted the need to re¬ 
pair erosion at the Gardenway 
underpass and on the peninsula 
of the lake. 

•Giese reported he saw no 
last minute changes in the rev¬ 
enue side. He did end on a pos¬ 
itive note, though, saying that 
last year's property tax is ex¬ 
ceeding estimates by about 3%, 
expenditures will not exceed the 
budgeted amounts and may be 
slightly less.
